He was a lover and an ad- 
murer of Jewish institutions, and for his ad- 
berence to Judaism he was crucified by Roman 
authority. ‘The existence of such a persenaze 
as Jesus has been questioned; but this is ab- 
' surd. That Jesus lived and was a power in 
the Jewish nation there can be no doubt; 
| aid that he was an enthusiast of no common 
order is equally certain. He was surrounded 
y associates of equally mercurial compan- 

iups. The question was asked: ‘How can the

A NOVELTY. 


Cars Without Wheels Gliding Over a 
evolving rack. 
{From the Jersey City Times.] 

The demand for quick transit in New York 
city bas brought out many ingenious inveu- 
tions, The latest is that of General Imboden, 

“of Réchmond, Va., which can scarcely be de- 
scribed without fllustrations. The structure 


or carryingway is to be a wire suspension- 
bridge, running the whole length of the city, 
supported by iron columns oce hundred feet 
apart, twenty-five feet Ligh, resting upon 
granite pedestals on the line of the curb- 
stones On both sides of the street. A lignt 
orctamental iron arch springs from the top of 
these columus, and, spanning the street, 
supports the iron piers over which the wire 
cables are stretched. One of these cables is 
over the axis of the street, the o'hertwo 
are half-way betweea and the sup- 
por columns. Immediately under 
these cables, attached to them, 
are the glides to which the trecks are 
susperded—one forthe down trains, and the 
other for the trains going up town. The track 
or roadway is the most striking novelty of the 
invention. itis composed of pairs of rollers 
eimilar to car-wheels, secured upon a suitable 
exie, which revolves upon ordinary friction 
rollers. This rotary track has its wheels ten 
feet apart, and under it the cars are suspeuded 
by rails thirty-two feet loug, that glide over 
the rollers with perfect 
safety. Six strong eliptic springs connect 
these rails with the cars, and will insure «a mo- 
tion almost as soft as the undulations of a 
boat. e motive power is supplied vy sta- 
t'onary engines located in buiid.ogs or under 
the streets. These engines are one mileapart; 
and propel an endless wire cable or chain 
around light borzontal drums, sixteen feet in 
diameter. The attachment to the car is 30 
simple that a bey ten years old can work it, 
and the cable is so constructed as net to be 
liable to get out of order o1 break; but if such 
an accident should occur, a new cable being 
ready, can be put ip in a few minutes. 

The cars are intended to be thirty feet long 
and ten feet wide, divided into three com#2tt- 
ments, aud seating comfortably forty-twd 
passengers ¢ach. ‘hey may run singly or in 
trains, and safely at the rate of thirty miles 
an hour. The stations it is proposed to lo- 
cate at about equal distances of half a mile 
apart and, spanning cross-streets, they will 
0 ct no business place. The bottom of 
the cars will swing sixteeo feet above the sur- 
face of the street, thus clearing all the stages 
and ons ing under them. Gen. Imbo- 
den claims that the operation of the road will 
be almost noiseless and not likely to trigh eu 
horses. 

The whole structure is light, graceful, and 
ornamental, and does not obstruct the street 
apy more than telegraph poles, which, by the 
way, ee we)l as Jamp poste, may al! be dis- 
pensed with along the line and this structure 
used instead. Superior cheapness, speed, 
safety, and capacity are claimed for this nov- 
elty, as well as that it will require the mini- 
mum amount of power, and can never be a 
Duisance to foot passengers nor to the occu- 
pants of house¢ along its line. It in no wise 
resembles the two otner elevated railways in 
New York.

age of his children; if he had a pig or horse or 
cow; if be bad ever been sick, and 80 on, un- 
til he bad been asked the forty questions. 

It was noticeable that Commis iGuer White 
did not propose to ask any of these natives 
the simpie, plain question, ‘‘Are you in favor 
of annexation to the United States?’ The 
absurdity of these printed questions is eri- 
dent when it is known that but one man at- 
tached to the Commission was able to speak 
Spanish 

At8 o’clock, on the nffrning of January 
24, the out-look shouted, ‘‘Land, ho!” Six 
bours afterward the Tennessee anchored in 
Samana Bay.

They overran the settlements 
and every unfortunate beetle, fly, bug, a 
butterfly was remorselessly scooped in. 

Their operations evidentiy alarmed the 
black women of Samana, who ran out ef doors 
and hastily snatched up their little babes as if 
fearful that they would be scooped in wity the 
butterflies. 

Others of the scientific party cruised alon 
the beach krockivg off lumps of coral load- 
ed with oysters, and gathering in all sorta of 
marine curiosities, 

Meanwhile the dignified Commissioners re- 
mained on board.

was the first, volume of ‘‘Sketches by Boz’’

trade c nter, aha this fact is exerting a very de- 
cided Inttuence tn building up and extending tbe 
area of the trade. With increasing rece'pts, and 
tmproving facilities for transportation, tne 
rumberof buyers 1s increasing; this isa legiti- 
mate result, in fact, it 1s an inevitable conse- 
quence. In our anneal review of the leaf tobacco 
market, published Nov. 1, 1870, we gave the 
pames of about 140 resident buyers, and the list 
has since increased. These buyers are 
in constant atteadarce upon the dally 
auction gales, They represent every possibie 
phase of the trade; they are thoroughly posted 
with reference to every important fact bearing 
upon the trade, domestic and foreign; they are 
intimately acquainted with the wants of 
the markets of the world, know at oneée the 
grade of tobacco which these markets require, 
abd are men of commanding means and credit.

THE LAST STRAW. 


A Gang of Armed and Masked Out- 
laws Make a Raid on Franktort and 
Release a Marderer. 

{Special to the Courier-Journal.) 

FRANKFORT, Feb. 26.—On Saturday morn- 
ing, before daybreak, a body of armed men, 
marked, and variously estimated at from fifty 
to two hundred, rode int® Frankfort, 

They were evidently posted as to the statu® 
of everything, for they separated in squads 
and succeeded in arresting the various police- 
men who were on duty. The night was rainy 
After 
they had everything arranged, they repaired 
to the jail. One of the pasty hailed the cuard 
andtold bim that they had a prigsover that 
they had brought with them fo: configement. 
The outer door was opened and two or three 
of the party went upto the jailer’s room. 
The jailer got up and came down, not sus- 
pecting. He carried his pistol in bis hand. 
But as he reacbed the bottom of the stairs he 
was seized from behind and securely bound, 
The kcys were then takén from, him and the 
prisoner who waa arrested some time since 
tor the murder of a negro boy, in Frankfort, 
was released, and the troop made off. 

The whole affair was carried forward so 
quietly as to arouse no ope, and there were 
pot a dozen persons in Frankfort who knew 
that anytbing extraordinary had happened 
until breakfast tiwe. There is pot much ex- 
citement, though there is a great deal of talk 
and idie speculation, The general feeling ex- 
pressed is that such things ought to be put 
down, but no ove seems to know how. 

Three or four nights ago there was a rumor 
that the Kuklux would come in, and an extra 
guard was mounted and especial precautions 
taken. But no one appearing, this measure 
of safety was abandoved. The maraaders 
were evidently fully advised.

COMMERCIAL. 

Nothing of special importance has transpired 
in tbe general markets during the past week.

Coflee has ruled firm,and advices from 
New York end Baltimo:e have tended to 
strengthen the market, which closed firm affuli 
quotations, The stock of Rio and Santes at the 
ports at latest dates was—Galveston, 2,000 bags; 
New Orleans, 13,500; Mobile, 5,467: Savannah, 
1,000; Baitimore, 11,989, and New York, 25,466; 
total, 59,422." There has been a fair demand for 
the various grades of Lowui:jana sugars, and 
prices have undergone no quotable change. R°<- 
ceip:s have been sulficilent to meet the current 
demand. Refined sugars are in ample supply, 
and the market is weakening.

The Treaty of Peace. 
‘Loxvos, Feb, 24, 4:30 rp. «~The Standard 


has a special from Versailles which an- 
pounces that the treaty of peace was sigued 
to-day by M. Thiers and Coust Bismarck. 
Some of the details are unarranged, but all 


will be fimally eettled to morrow, Francc 
pays to Germany three hundred and twenty 
million thelers. Alsace and Lorraine, incl ud- 
ing the cities of Metzand 0 aay: are ceded to 


the Germans. 


The German army will not enter Paris. 
The Emperor William leaves on Monday for 


Berlin. 

The Journal de Paris says Bismarck, at the 
request of Thiers, has ordered the cessation 
of requisitions upon the inhabitants of all sec- 
tions, and has declared all contributions 
levied since the 18th ef January will be de- 
ducted from the French indemnity. 

The Freneh Hostages te be Liberated. 

Bremen, Feb. 24.—A telegraphic order re- 
ceived from Versailles directs the immediate 
liberation of all French hostages. 

Ba@ects eof Germany’s Demands.

Sefferings of the French Prisoners in 
Germany. 


New York, Feb, 23.—A letter from Neisse, 
in Prussian Silesia, states that the French 
prisoners have been compelled, during the 
cold weather, to sleep in the country under 
small canvass tents, and it appears that the 
sufferings caused thereby have been intense. 
It appears from the writers statement that 
over 500 of the upforturate men were recently 
frozen to death in a single night. 

Startling Disaffection in Ireland.

Lonpon, Feb. 33.—Parliament was startied 


to-night by the declaration of Lord Harting- 
ton that the disaffection of Lreland existed to 
such an alarming extent that it would be nec-

The Peace Conference. 

VersalL_es, Feb. 24— Midnight.— Thiers, 
Favre and Bismarck held a long conference on 
Friday. The terms of peace were agreed upon, 
but their exact nature is yet a prefound secret. 
It is only known that they resemble previous 
atcounts, and are to be submitted on Saturday 
to the consultation committee.

A dispatch from Paris of the 25th says: M. 
Thiers accepts the principle of territorial 
cession, but is trying to save Metz. Bis- 
marck agrees to leave that fortress to France, 
but Moltke objects. 

The Prussians continue to levy contribu- 
tiows and imprison the authorities who refuse 
to pay them. 

The Preliminaries Settled. 

Paris, Saturday Night, Feb. 25.—The pre- 
liminaries of peace were finally settled to-day. 
The exact terms are unknown, but are be-

The Terms, 

Paris, Sunday, Feb. 26, via Lonpon.—The 
conclusion of peace is now certain. Thiers 
aud Favre and the consultative commissioners 
have accepted tlre following conditions: 

First—The cession of Alsace and Metz, but 
Belfort to be restored to France. 

Second—The payment ef a war indemnity 


ee francs. 
—A portion of the French territory, 


with some o! the fortified towns, like Sedan, 
to remain in possession of the Germans till 
the conditions of the treaty are fulfilled. 

Fourth—The German army to enter Paris 
Monday and occupy the Champs Elysee. 

Fifth—Peace to be proclaimed when the 
French Assembly ratifies these conditions. 

Thiers and delegation returned to Bord-aux 
to-day.

Tuen the 
resident of the United States, the Sovereign 
of America, has recently roduced one of the 
gravest State papers which a person of bis ex- 
alted position coutd have produced.

When the English Goverament or peo- 
ple are referred to, instead of being spoken of 
with kindness or ‘respect— —I might use much 
harsher expressions to descmbe the manner in 
which our conduct and interests are treated, 
What is the cause?

THE LAST STRAW. 


A Gang of Armed and Masked Out. 
laws Make a Kaid on Franktort aud 
Release a Murderer. 

{Special to the Courier-Journal.) 

FRANKFORT, Feb. 26.—On Saturday morn- 
ing, before daybreak, a body of armed men, 
ma:ked, aud variously estimated at from fifty 
to two hundred, rode int® Frankfort, 

They were evidently posted as to the statu® 
of everything, for they separated in squads 
end succeeded in arresting the various police- 
men who were on duty. The night was rainy 
and dark, which favored their design. After 


| they had everything arranged, they repaired 


to the jail. One of the pasty hailed the guard 
andtolibim that they had a prigoper that 
they had brought with them fo: configement. 
The outer dour was opened and two or three 
of the party wentupto the jailer’s room. 
The jailer got up and came down, not sus- 
pecting. He carried his pietoi iu bis hand. 
But as he reached the bottom of the stairs he 
was seized from behind and securely bound, 
The kcys were then taken from. him and the 
prisoner who was arrested some time since 
tor the murder of a negro boy, in Frankfort, 
was released, and the troop made off. 

The whole affair was carried forward so 

quietly as tO arouse no ope, and there were 
pot a dozen persons in Frankfort who knew 
that anytbing extraordinary had happened 
uniil breakfast tiwe. There is pot® much ex- 
citement, though there is a great deal of talk 
and idle speculation. The general feeling ex- 
pressed is that such things ought to be put 
dewn, but no ove seems to know how. 
Three or four nights ago there was a rumor 
that the Kuklux would come in, and an extra 
guard was mounted and especial precautions 
taken. Butno one appearing, this measure 
of safety was abandoned. The maraaders 
were evidently fully advised. 


Disappearance ot 1 Cay aptain B. Scanlan 
aoe Arrest of His Reputed Mure 
erer. 


The Nashville Banuer of Sunday says that 
on last Mouday aftercoon Captain Scanlan 
kft Nashville ina wagon, loaded with goods 
for bis home in Scott's Hollow, about ten 
miles from Nashville on the Lebanon pike. 
His vehicle breaking down near Mt. Olivet 
Cemetery, he placed his goods in another 
wegon which came alevg that way, and had 
them taken to McWhirtersville, leaving his 
own wagon behinds The meu of the second 
vehicle being unable to carry bim and his 
gooda further than that town, he was permit- 
ted to store the Jatter in Mr. Edwards’ house 
until apother wagon should pass in 
the direction of bis home. He had 
not waited long before a negro named James 
Owen, and his son, aged about fourteen years, 
and anetaer colored man named Raudall Li- 
gon, who lived in his immediate neighbor- 
hood, came driving along theroad. Thinking 
this a good Oyportanity to reach his home, he 
immediately hailed them avd made the neces- 
sary arrargements with James Owen, the 
driver of the vehicle, looking to that end. 
Before departing be gave the trioa drink eaca, 
aud paid them a certain sum of mouey for his 
cot veyance to his destination. 

After some delay at McWhirtersville, they 
started homeward, and had nearly reached 
Stone river bridge, when Owen and Scanian 
got into a quarrel, and the latter finally got 
out of the wagon aud walked on over the 
bridge. After @weo had gone some distance 
beyond the bridge,he was seen to get out 
with a pistol and start back to the bridge, 
where Scarlan was last seen. At dusk on 
that evenirg a loud scream was heard at the 
bridge, and nothing bas since been seen of 
Captain Scanlan, geet his bat was found 
upon the bridge. ulan’s boOn-appearance 
for eeveral days led to the arrest of Owen, who 
was committed in default of $5,000 bond.

In grain transactions bave assumed no special 
importance, Which rules Orm,with light receipts, 
which are promptly taken, chiefly for the local 
mills, Which are unable to Increase their produc- 
Hon for tbe want of a larger supply of winter 
wheat.
